Class History of 1937 


TRAIN carrying 45 passengers started for station “Knowledge”? on 

October 2, 1933, at 8:45 A. M. Frederick Dove was chosen engineer ; 
Elsie Cook, brakeman; Wilda Hollen, mail clerk; and Cabell Shull, conductor. 
Mrs. Ikenberry was manager of the railway company. The aim of these pas- 
sengers was “To make the Better Best.” They chose blue and white iris as 
their flower and blue and white as their colors. The passengers had a very de- 
lightful party on April 19. In May they came into a terrific storm of examina- 
tions and immediately afterward stopped for a short rest. 

In the fall of 1934 the train started again. This time there were about 05 
passengers, a number of new ones having come from Pleasant Valley, Mt. Craw- 
ford, Briary Branch, Spring Creek, Timber Ridge, and Port Republic. The 
group chose Evelyn Suter as engineer; George Lequear, brakeman; Charlene 
Rhodes, mail clerk ; and Frederick Dove, conductor. The management was turned 
over to Miss Cora Click. As there were so many new passengers, it was decided 
to have a “get acquainted” party. In the spring another party was planned. And 
soon another examination storm appeared. 

The fall of 1935 found the train carrying 46 passengers on their way. 
Frederick Dove was recalled as engineer. Jimmie Dickson was brakeman ; Cath- 
erine Craun, mail clerk ; and Quayle Early, conductor. Mr. Glick had the position 
of manager. The passengers had a jolly time at a backward party April 1. It 
was necessary to take another rest after coming through the second storm of 
the year and the sixth storm since starting. 

However, after about four months 41 passengers set out on the last lap 
of their journey. The goal was now in sight. From the beginning they had been 
trying to make the better best, but it was necessary to work harder the last part 
of the journey than it had been the first. John Evans Bowman was engineer ; 
Evelyn Suter, brakeman; Elsie Cook, mail clerk ; and Catherine Craun, conductor. 
Mr. Glick retained his position as manager. As the train passed “Lover’s Leap,” 
the passengers stopped long enough to have a watermelon-ice-cream party. Now 
they have at last reached station “Knowledge” after four years of hard and 
difficult traveling, but the passengers succeeded in reaching their goal only through 
the able and willing assistance of Mr. Suter. “To make the better best” has 


been their motto in the past and shall continue to be in the future.
